The scenes attendant on the depar¬ 


ture of the Caliph and bis family, j 
when exiled from Turkey by decree i 
of the government at Angora, are I 
vividly described by Mr. Constanine 
Brown in a recent number of Asia. 1 
Haidar Bey, Governor of Constan- ' 
tinople, arrived at the palace on the 1 
evening of March 3d, and insisted on 
seeing the Caliph, who the first cham- 1 
berlain informed him was in bed. His ] 
Majesty, however, put on a dressing 
gown and received him, but on being 
told that he must leave immediately, \ 
protested that he would not go. 

Haidar Bey gave him a little time 
to collect himself and then said that 
the motor cars were ready and wait¬ 
ing. Meanwhile the news had spread 1 
through the palace, and though assur- 1 
ed of safety, the Caliph’s wives, , 
daughters, slaves and servants were 
panic-stricken; there was sobbing, 
crying, screaming and wild commo¬ 
tion. All etiquette was forgetten. 
Hundreds rushed into the room and 
flung themeslves at their master's 
feet, begging him to go, lest if he did 
not comply with the decree, he should 
bring death on all the household. The 
princess who had been his wife for 
forty years finally persuaded him to 
yield. 

He informed Haider Bey of his 
decision, but asked for two days to 
pack. The Governor told him, how¬ 
ever, that he could have only four 
hours; he must be out of the city 
before sunrise. “I regret to inform 
you,” the Governor concluded, “that, 
if by that time Your Majesty’s house¬ 
hold has not been able to pack the 
necessary things, you will have to 
leave everything behind. All Your 
Majesty’s belongings will be sent 
later by a special messenger.” 

“The scenes that ensued are hard 
to describe," says Mr. Brown. “Cry¬ 
ing and shouting with despair, all the 
servants, more than two hundred men 
and women, began to bring out old- 
fashioned Turkish carpetbags and 
luxurious silver and gold dressing 
cases and to fill them with the most 
unbelievable things, which might have 
done for a bric-a-brac shop but not 
for the journey of a large family. 
They were piling up all kinds of Per¬ 
sian and Arabian silks and velvets, 
antique coflee cups in gilded holders, 
rosewood-framed hand mirrors inlaid 
with mother-of-pearl, court dresses 
and gold-braided uniforms. No one 
thought of packing some practical, 
everyday clothes or linen. At half 
past two in the morning the Commis-

says Miss Hayward, 
are assembled each morning at six 
o’clock by the blowing of a horn. 
The herder starts at one end of the 
village and, blowing his horn, goes 
down the whole length of the street. 
Then he turns round, and just as 
fast as the rats followed the Piper of 
Hamelin the cows cdme out>of the 
various gates one after another. Of 
course, before they come out milk¬ 
maids have been hard at at work. 
Few cows are eve! permitted to be 
late. 

The herdsman is obliged to report 
to the head overseer of allthe herd, 
a man who is elected for one year. 
He knows just how many cows each 
village has and pays the herdsman 
with grain and with part of the 
money that each owner pays a head 
for pasturage. 

At dusk thecows come home; there 
are two hundred and twenty-two of 
them in the village. Each Men- 
noniter gate has its family goup 
standing inside or sitting on the 
fence to watch the home-coming, for 
every night the question "arises. 
How will the cows carry their tails? 
On that circumstance .depends the 
weather for the next twenty-four 
hours. If the cows come with their 
tails straight out behind them, it 
will rain. If they come with their 
tails down, it will be fair. The 
manner of their going in the morn¬ 
ing apparently doesn't matter

four other represntatives was all the 
time in the palace keeping a close 
watch over the crown jewels, decided 
to intervene and in a businesslike 
manner, assisted by a few other men, 
brought the Caliph's personal belong¬ 
ings, along with other things that the 
family might need in exile, and pack¬ 
ed everything in seventy-two trunks 
and bags. At four o’clock in the 
morning the Caliph and his family 
walked out of the palace. 

“Morning found the rest of the 
members of the imperial family com¬ 
pletely unaware o( what had happen¬ 
ed a few hours before. They were 
told that they would have to leave 
Turkey in twenty-four hours. Since 
they had no money, they immediately 
began to sell their furniture to local 
dealers. The entire contents of 
palaces went for a few thousand dol¬ 
lars; pianos were auctioned for as 
little as fifteen dollars. All the princes 
-who had never known what money 
meant, since to get from the treasury 
all they wanted they had only to ask 
for it, found that henceforth they 
should have to live on their own. 
None of them was able to make a liv¬ 
ing. Most of them could not even 
dress themselves, for they had always 
had two or three valets, i 

“The direct descendants of former 
sultans were packed off the next even¬ 
ing. In a sleeping car with sixteen 
berths, twenty princes and princesses 
were crowded together. Persons who 
whenever they had traveled abroad 
and used to special trains, would have 
to content themselves now with a cor¬ 
ner of a seat or spend the night on a 
bag in the corridor. Their forlorn 
servants crowded the platform of the 
station, and but for the determined 
attitude of the police, hunderds would 
have gone along and thus have in¬ 
creased the hardships of their fallen
